Mr. James Owrnn, a prominent farm- 
er residing on the Clarke's Itnn Pike, 
near WashlnRton. shot and severely 
wound tl his tenant. Mr. ThomaB 
Itccves, In an argument over MM to- 
bacco sticks on Mb place Wednesday 
morning about 8 o'clock. 

Reeves, according to a story of some 
of the eye witnesses, had raised a crop 
of tobacco on the place of Mr. Owens 
and the former not having enough 
barn space to house all of It, received 
permission to store a part of the to- 
bacco in a stable belonging to Mr. 
Owens. Wednesday morning, togeth- 
er with two other men, he began tak- 
ing the tobacco from the stable, prep- 
aratory to stripping the same. Mr. 
Owens came to tbe stable and noticed 
that the tobacco sticks were being left 
on tho ground In the stable and asked 
Reevea what he was going to do with 
them, Reeses replied that he had found 
the atlcka on the ground and that he 
was going to leave them there. A 
heated argument followed and Owens 
left the stable and went to hla home 
and got hla gun. Coming back to the 
stable he told Reeves that he would 
aee that he did clean up the stable 



Reeves replied that he was not afraid 
I Of him and that he would not clean up| 
I the atable. Owens then shot him. He 

broke his gun to shoot again but th« ' 

.wounded man begged him not to shoot 
again. 

Reevea waa removed to his home and 
medical aid hastily summoned. It was 
found that the shot had glanced along 
the side of h|s head, making a very 
severe scalp wound, but It la thought 
that none of the shot penetrated the 
brain. It Is said that Reevea. believ- 
ing Owens was about to shoot threw 
his head to one side, this act saving 
bis life. From the reports he Is in no 
serious danger this morning. 

Reevea' brother, Mr. Hen Reeves, 
came to this city at once and swore 
out a warrant for Owena, charging 
shooting and wounding with Intent to 
kill. The man waa summoned to come 
to Mayavllle and appearing before 
.Tudgn Rice waived examination and 
was released on his own recognizance.

The dedication exercises at tho 
Washington High School yesterday 
morning were well attended by a 
large crowd of peraona from all over 
the county. The weather waa Idea' 
ond matle It poaalble for a great many 
to attend. 

The exerclaea opener with a hymn, 
followed by a scripture reading by 
Rev. Ishmael. Rev. Hooper led In 
prayer. Miss Kdlth Berry Hamilton 
sang a very beautiful solo. 

Dr. W. A. Qanfleld, president of Cen- 
tre College at Danville, Ky., gave the 
dedication address. His subject waa 
American Institutions. He gave theae 
Institutions as the home, state church 
and achool. In opening his address he 
said that Kentucky Is entitled to the 
me and glory of the ancient Greece 
and judging from the looks of his au- 
dience, Washington deserved to be 
called the Athena of the atate. He said 
that taxation i athe greatest agency of 
our modern American life. "Of the 
four great Instltutiona, the home, 
atate. church and school, two rely on 
the taxes, the state and school. The 
church la kept by private subscription. 
The schools depend on taxes more 
than the state." 

Then he asked the question. "Which 
if any of the four institutions would 
you be willing to give up?" In reply- 
ing to hla own question he said that he 
was doubtful if anyone would want to 
give up any of them as they stood for 
the greatest things in modern history. 
One strieklng statement made by him 
was that schools render the biggest, 
best and finest social service of any 
of the four. 

Dr.Oanfleld made a very Interesting 
comparison when he told of the woods- 
man, who before going Into the woods 
to fell a tree always sharpened his axe 
to the keenest edge by holding his axe 
to the grindstone. A child sent forth 
into the world must have Its mind held 
to the grindstone of education in or- 
der that its mind may be sharpened s< 
as to fell the "trees" much more read- 
ily. He said that he did not mean that 
education waa a grindstone. He said 
that he had never seen anyone holding 
a cabbage head to a grindstone. 

Following the address 6f Dr. Gan- 
fleld. Miss Casey, of the Hayswood 
Hospital addresaed the audience In re- 
gard to the Mason County Health 
League. A collection was tRken for 
this organization amounting to $11.68 
The meeting then closed for the noon 
hour and dinner. 

The ladlea of the district served a 
delicious dinner on the second floor of 
the building. A large number of per- 
sons partook of the good many good 
thinga served by them. 

Following the noon hour a program 
was carried out In song and story.

It ia very remarkable fact 1 tint President Wilson's candidacy 
was rejected in every Stnle in which industrial nnd commercial de- 
velopment, rnthcr than agriculture, is the chief concern of MM pen 
pie. Hia rapport came virtually only from the West and the South. 
In other words the attempt to show that there was a struggle fofe- 
ahadowed between capital and labor; b.twerii, as some have chosen 
to express it, those who have too much and those who have too lit 
tie, had at least a measure of success. That such an outcome; that, 
eapeeiaUy, such a campaign of ugly nnd angry prejudice should he 
shown, later along, in arrogance on the one side and suspicion on 
the other was not to be avoided. We see it primarily in the dcclarn 
tion credited to Mr. Oompers that, law or no law. those from whom 
he speaks will not hesitute to use force to gain their just dnra»fU 
if, in the judgment of those who advise them -and that means in tin 
judgment of (lompers himself— they sc.- lit. 'Hint is very bold and 
procovative. It My well be that it is loo delimit as expressing 
a final decision. In such matters it is well to wait on the accom- 
plished fact nnd the the last word of the courts. Hut, whatever else 
it may be, it is as far removed from the conciliatory— from the rea- 
sonable, even — as it well can be. 

Tis a great, pity. For, with the coming of the new year there 
is like to be need most of nil for counsels of reasons, of moderation, 
and of common sense, and, let us add, not more on one side than on 
the other. Gompers is not alone in his arrogance. He does bat 
match the bluster of the railroad men and the captains of industry 
at large. He does but reply to such grent organization as that re 
cently formed in New York— the National Industrial Hoard— whicli 
go out of their wny to add fuel to a fire that us yet is content t.,' 
smolder, but that may break out into I devastating conflagration an.\ 
time. 

The people who mnke prices in Wall Street — and they can noi 
make them and hold them without public participation — are pnyinp 
little or no attention to a menace that is very real. They have been 
making so much money, so much more than they expected, that the) 
seem to have entered into a pact, unwrjtten but thoroughly well an 
derstood, to postpone what does not make for betterment just so lony 
as it may be done. 

• • • • 

The Kast which did not elect I he President, which did not se 
much as reach out a helping hand to him. is going to have a reguliu 
old-fashioned Thanksgiving nonetheless. It hopes to be able to keep 
up the procession right up to Christmas and beyond. If any foreigi 
nation — any allied foreign nation, that is, wants to llont a loan am' 
invest the proceeds in munitions or provisions, in motorcars or BM 
chincry, the Kast will be ready with the cash and ready for tin 
double profit. It has not as yet paid any heed to those who inarve 
how these colossal debts are ever to be liquidated. It does not be 
lieve implicity in an Allied victory. If it did not it might well pass 
some very uncomfortable (pinrters of an hour. 

Of course, talk, actually, there is something less in spite of the 
oft reiterated statement from Merlin that, once the conquest of l<u 
mania completed in shape to put felon glide the gathering in a Berbil 
— now very slowly in course of being ungathered — and of Mont cue 
gro, she will consider her task well and duly done and will be ready 
to come to an understanding with the English and their subsidized 
cohorts. To this England makes answer that there can be no quel 
tion of coming to terms with " barbarians'* who make a target of Im.s 
pitnl ships. And further, in spite of certain shakings up among tlios 
who direct the foreign affairs of the empire, there are accumulatine 
evidences, known to be causing grave anxiety at Washington, that 
the bars arc to be let down nnd submarine Fright fulness— all pledget 
torn up and repudiated— once again to roam the seas. And Germany V 
plea for such n return would have this much of actual justification- 
considered as a measure of war that is- that more than at any eniiiei 
period she is crippling the Power that must control the seas or starv< 
to death. 

And here again we meet another of those matters that will no' 
down and that must continue to threaten disturbance at unhearlded 
and unwelcome moments. 

• • • 

Insofar as the impending session of Congress is concerned it 
would seem as though like those that have preceded it. it would be 
very much the voice of Wilson. Whatever the Administration has a' 
heart, and whether it has received a mandate or not, this is the time 
when it must get busy. The next Congress is like to he organized In 
its enemies. It will not be ready to eat out of the President's hand 
and do his bidding. 

And. to return to where we started, it would be natural to ex 
pect Congress to be busy with the questions arising out of the Adam 
son law, a decision as to the constitutionality of which is to be looker' 
for before January 1 by reason of the agreed ease and the unusual 
readiness of all concerned in the controversy to have the vexed ques 
tion settled. Aud here we may once again point out that it is an as 
sumption of most unfortunate possibilities that the President look.- 
upon the business men of the country with an unfriendly and a suspi 
eiouaeye. Apart from the fact that a seeond term is very frequently 
quite other from a first term; that it is of necessity removed from 
many of the earlier temptations; that it permits and iuvite3 a real and 
sincere effort to be the President of all the people, there is to be sain 
for Mr. Wilson that he can not fail to recognize that the problems to 
be faced, the after-the-war problem most of all. can not be envisaged 
from a partisan point of view. That they will call for a broad and 
constructive statesmanship is something he has necessarily realized 
before now. 

V7e find nothing in his career to deny the hope that he may re 
verse himself, or rather the accepted idea of himself, in such a wise a? 
to protect the well-being of business all over the country. We pre 
fer, in any event, to hold to that belief until the logic of facts eomen 
to destroy it and make it vain. 

• • • 

In a measure the car shortage has been relieved, though not with 
out • solemn warning by some railroad heads as to what is impending 
and not without likewise much volunteered suggestion on the pari 
of the inquirers that some sort of Federal regulation is what is needed 
if a desperate and most aggravating condition is not to return. 

By dint of the hardest sort of work and hy the co-operation ol 
•bipperds and transportation companies thousands of cars have been

Pickled beef fell off MM 
third. Bacon showed a substantial increase, but it was not quite one 
sixth. There was a very slight^incrcase in hams and shoulders. There 
was a decrease of 22,000,000 pounds in lard. The increase in pickled 
pork wns under 10 per cent.

The increase is very 
small, and in view of the advance in prices, it proves that the quantity 
xported was less than last year.

There 
is no need of statistics from eeono 
mists to inform that the cost of living 
has advanced. Kvcry spender ot 
money knows It. Retailers are more 
reluctant to put prices up than Is gen- 
erally realized. They knows that con- 
sumption decreases as prices advance 
That means less business aud profits 
depend partly on large business. When 
more than the traffic will bear is 
charged the traffic falls off. 

Change making Is one of the Items 
in up-to-date retailing. It must be 
done quickly If expenses are to be kept 
down. The young woman at the 
lunchroom desk has not time to count 
pennies. She must deal in nickels, 
dimes and quarters if she is to main- 
tain her astonishing speed and ac 
curacy.

Chicago, November 28— Facing the 
possibility of a renewed outbreak of 
the hoof and mouth disease, livestock 
men here awaited with some anxiety 
today the outcome of the Federal diag- 
nosis of suspected herds In Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. 

Dr. S. E. Bennett, head of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry in Chicago, 
with Dr. F. C. Day, Federal veterin- 
arian, and Dr. F. S. Mather, an ex- 
pert in stock plagues, left here last 
night to investigate suspected cattle 
in the Kansas City yards today. Re- 
sults of the Inoculation tests, however, 
will not be known for several days, 
ond It Is expected that the Kansas City 
(limratitino will remain effective un- 
til then. 

Meanwhile authorities here an- 
nounced that the precautionary meas- 
ure taken by Dr. O. D. Dyson, State 
Veterinarian of Illinois, prohibiting 
the shipment to the stockyards of Chi- 
cago and East St. Units, except for 
Immediate slaughter of any eattle, 
swine or sheep from Kansas.
